Mr. Weed makes other shameless confes­ 
sions before the Committee concerning the 
cipher telegrams.

The threatened districts of Europe are 
adopting precautionary measures so vigor­ 
ous that there is ground to hope that tbis 
frightful scourge may be stayed before 
3priog 
la Russia, villages already taint­ 
ed are to be burned to the ground, and 
ibe inhabitants removed. The quarantine 
is to be enforced by the m ilitary power, 
and (a still more intelligent and promising 
movement) medical commissions have al­ 
ready set off to examine into the causes of 
the disease, in which inquiry English ex­ 
perts been invited to join. 
Italy, Austria, 
indeed 
all 
the 
neighboring {States 
are 
establishing 
cordons 
against 
the 
plague. 
W hether 
these 
pre­ 
cautions will prove effective or not, they 
abow the different tem per with which this 
terrible curse is met by Europe from that 
showed in Its former visitations. 
A very 
significance instance of this is the last san­ 
itary order in Moscow, including the per­ 
emptory closing of all basement dwellings, 
the erection of clean tem porary buildings, 
and of furnaces to burn infected clothes, 
aDd the gratuitous distribution of cooked 
food. Tnesc Muscovites give us a useful 
hint. These preparaliOBS cost money, and 
the plague, after all, may not come. But if it 
does they will have saved thousands of hu 
man lives. An American city begrudges 
every penny spent in prevention, though it 
will throw money like water on an evil 
already existing. 
W hat is New Y'ork or 
Philadelphia, or even New Orleans, doing 
now to prepare for the yellow fever next 
Bummer ? 
One-fourth of the money so 
generously given to the .South last year 
would put us all in a condition to defy any 
epidemic. 
Witn regard to this especial plague, it 
would be false policy to disguise its dan­ 
gers. 
Under the most favorable circum ­ 
stances it briugs to the patient horrible 
suffering 
and 
almost certain death. 
The 
accounts 
brought 
from 
Russia 
are vague; but there is little reaton to 
doubt that the disease which has appear­ 
ed at Selitieuo is identical with the Black 
Death which ravaged the world lo the 
fourteenth century, leaving, at the lowest 
com putation 80,000,000 dead. 
There can 
be no dhubt, either, that physicians know 
little more about it now than they did 
then. 
It has been happily too rare a dis­ 
ease to admit of their study. 
There has 
been a singular repetition, too, of the cir­ 
cumstances which accompanied its ravages 
before. It came, as now, from China, 
where it was preceded by frightful fam­ 
ines, which have been paralleled by those 
of 
the 
last 
two 
years In 
China 
and 
India. 
The 
winters, 
we are 
told, were exceptionally warm and moist 
(as was that ot 1877-78), and the impure 
air, the want oi proper food, the great mor- 
tality, and the vast num ber of half buried 
bodies, all warmed the pestilence, which 
always lurks in the East, to life. 
Most of 
these causes exist now to a certain degree. 
The sweep of the plague, should it actually 
gain life, would be instantaneous compared 
with its former movement, thanks to 
railways and the close contact of modern 
trade and transportation. It took three 
years in 1348 to carry it from Constantino­ 
ple to Vienna. 
Now it would hardly need 
as many weeks. 
On the other hand, medical skill, if it has 
not grappled with this especial enemy, has 
grown in strength and broadened its bases 
immeasurably, 
bo has human intelligence 
among even the lowest of the people. The 
Black Death was met before with an abject 
ignorant terror which made ready every 
victim for its grasp. The best remedy 
which educated Europeans could find was 
to march in great bodies from town to 
town, lasting and whipping themselves, or 
to sacrifice innocent Jew s by the thousand 
to

both houses attend Judge Vilas’ funeral 
to morrow. 
Bills were passed amending the Revised 
S atutes in the m atter of the collection and 
payment of taxes. 
A large grist of m inor and local bills 
were passed.

instruct criminals in different branches of 
mechanical industry; yet It was not till the 
year 1878 that the m anagers of the {State 
Prison were able to support that institution 
without annual appropriations by the Leg­ 
islature, which haye vaned in 
am ount 
from $27 OOO to $60,000, including shops 
and machinery, and amounting in the ag­ 
gregate to the sum of $1,158,438.13. 
But the policy of employing prisoners 
was not adopted solely upon economic 
grounds, bat as a means of educating those 
whojhaye been guilty of crime, and prepar­ 
ing them to resume their natural position 
in society. Enforced confinement in ldla- 
ness of any human being, for any consid­ 
erable time, necessarily weaken his mental 
and physical powers, and tend to unfit him 
for self support; and though we have a 
right to enforce just punishm ent for viola­ 
tions of law and private rights, we owe it 
to society and to the crim inal himself to 
restore him to liberty with his powers for 
usefulness enlarged rather than diminish­ 
ed. 
A most Important feature in the present 
contract for the labor of the prisoners, now 
confined in the State Prison, seems to have 
been overlooked by these asking the pas­ 
sage of the bill, nam ely: 
T hat the con­ 
tractors purchase as well as sell lo W iscon­ 
sin. 
The exact figures have been given your 
committee upon most of the larger items, 
and they reproduce them here, in the hope 
that they may set at rest once and forever, 
the fictitious clamor that has been raised 
in regard to the management of the prison 
in respect to the leasing of the labor. 
The 
whole value of the goods sold by the con­ 
tractors in Wisconsin during the year 1878, 
less than one-half of which were of prior 
manufacture, is only $87 475.68. 
Value of m aterial purchased by them In 
W isconsin during: the game tlm e....f103,231 49 
Paid for freights in W isconsin about.... 12.000 OO 
Paid citizen employes In W isconsin 
25.022 OO 
Paid State for convict labor..................... 29,716 61

It thus appears that od these main items, 
the contractors have paid to the State and 
its citizens eighty-tw o thousand four hun­ 
dred and ninety-five dollars In excess of 
their total sales in W isconsin. 
In the opinion of your committee, tho 
managers of the prison at W aupun are to 
be congratulated upon having so success­ 
fully managed the labor of the prisoners as 
to make them support themselves and fur­ 
nish employment and m arket for over 
$140,000 worth of outside labor and m a­ 
terial ; and they are also of the opinion 
that the policy which has been so success­ 
fully carried out at W aupun should be en­ 
forced in every prison and jail in the coun­ 
try, as far as possible ; tor it is only by its 
successful application that we can relieve 
ourselves from the burthen of supporting 
the crim inal classes—when it is so applied 
that all the inmates of our prisons aud jails 
can be made to earn their own living, the 
problem of “ what to do with tram ps and 
greater criminals,” will be solved, and not 
till then. 


MATTERS AT MADISON. 


PRISON LABOE. 


What the Committee on Charitable 
and Penal Institution* May on the 
Subject—They Believe In Protecting 
the Interests of the State—Convict 
Labor Supported. 


Senator Richardson presented the report 
of the Committee on Charitable and Penal 
Institutions, on the bill relative to leasing 
of prison labor, as follows: 
The Committee on Charitable and Penal 
Institutions, to whom was referred No. 43, 
S, a bul to repeal cusp. 201 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1878, relating to the State P ris­ 
on, have had the same under consideration 
and instructed me to report the same back 
with the recommendation that it be indefi­ 
nitely postponed, for the following rea­ 
sons: 
The proposition to relieve the m echani­ 
cal Industries of the State from competition 
with prison laboi is not a new one. It is 
contended by those advocating it, that the 
labor of convicts co9t the State nothing, and 
that the products of such labor are sold at 
less 
prices than like commodites can 
be 
produced 
for, 
when 
produced 
by 
honest 
m echanics; 
and 
that 
law abiding and industrious citizens should 
not be 
compelled to compete with the 
State on such unequal terms. 
But those 
who oppose the employment of prison la­ 
bor m the mechanic arts appear to forget 
that the support of the crim inal classes in 
idleness must increase the burden of taxa­ 
tion upon the industrious classes. 
A cer­ 
tain am ount of labor is absolutely necessa­ 
ry tor the support of each individual mem* 
ber of society; and if any portion of the 
people of a Slate, whether crim inal or oth- 
eswise, are exempli from their fair share of 
the ordinary labor required for the sup­ 
port of the whole, the labor of the other 
portion must necessarily be increased. By 
those asking the passage of this bill, it is 
asserted “that the contracting of the pris­ 
on labor at Waupun is taking nearly a 
quarter of a million or dollars of trade lrom 
Milwaukee and carrying it to Chicago.” 
But in the opinion of your committee, it 
the business men of Milwaukee are unable 
to retain their legitimate trade in competi­ 
tion with Chicago, it must be attributed to 
other causes than the contracting of prison 
labor; for it i9 difficult to conceive how the 
onces of articles of necessity which are 
used in such vast quantities as boots and 
shoes are, the production of which gives 
employment 
to 
one 
hun­ 
dred 
and 
seventy-five 
thou* 
and workmen and two hundred millions of 
capital, can be greatly affected by the sate 
of the products of the labor of so small a 
number of persons as we haye in our 
State’s prison. 
To adm it it, is to assume 
that the price which one man put3 upon 
his own labor will govern the value of 
hundreds of other m en’s labor engaged in 
the same occupation, when there is work 
enougn for all. 
Ii is also difficult to understand how the 
prices of any articles of commerce can be 
greatly affected in a city like Milwaukee, 
without correspondingly influencing prices 
in all other large business centers. 
The 
facilities tor rapid transit are now so near­ 
ly perfect that the prices of all the neces­ 
saries of life are nearly uniform in all our 
large cities, being yaried only by the cost 
of transportation. 
But lf this bill is adopted, it will reverse 
the whole policy of the State In its treat­ 
ment of criminals. 
For the past thirty 
years, it has been the constant aim of the 
State to make its penal institutions self­ 
supporting. 
To that end it has expended 
large 
sums 
of 
money 
in 
erecting 
shops 
and 
purchasing 
machinery.

Peoria Transcript. 
Mr. J. Cbellew, ol Giesford, Peoria 
county, is at work on a machine for pro­ 
ducing heat by mechanical means. 
Mr. 
Chellew said: “ That it is well known that 
heat wa9 a kind of vibration or motion of 
the 
molecules 
of matter, 
and that, 
therefore, it wa9 possible to produce it by 
mechanical means. Iron, for instance, can 
be made hot by hammering it; heat can 
be produced by rubbing two sticks togeth­ 
er, all showing that heat was a mechanical 
effect. {Starting with this Idea he went to 
work to construct a machine which would 
produce heat. 
His first attempt was a success; the ma­ 
chine produced a low degree of heat. The 
motive power being the work of an old 
beth Thomas clock, the trouble with the 
machine was that the vibrations were not 
regular, hence the low^degree of heal; but 
he felt encouraged; that heat could be pro* 
produced by^heat was evident; with better 
machinery more heat could be produced. 
He then purchased as good a Seth Thomas 
clock as he could find, having a compen­ 
sating pendulum and other improvements, 
and went to work on a new machine, 
wnich he calls a thermachion, it being tho 
one the writer discovered him at work upon 
on a.preyious occasion. He was very reticent 
in showing his thermach on, as ne wishes 
to secure a patent on it; but I can say that 
it is a wonderful machine. 
It consists of a 
plain wooden box about two feet high, and, 
attached to one side, like an addition, was 
a box made out ol thin b iller-plate being 
the same height and width aa a wooden 
box, and about a foot deep. In the wooden 
box was the motive p.»wtr; in the iron box 
the heat is generated. 
The er^ential part 
of the heat-producing apparatus wa9 a 
plate which .Mr. Chelicw 
cabs a |“model 
plate.’* ,M r. 
Chellew 
requested 
me 
to 
insert 
a small 
wire 
through 
a 
small 
hole 
in 
the 
box, 
after previously stalling the works. In a 
iew Ste jnds I withdrew tile wire, aud it 
was too hot to touch with the hands. 
He 
theu took a small un cup of cold water 
and put it in the Iron box. lo two or three 
minutes he withdrew it boiling hot. Of 
course it is, as yet. very imperfect, being 
deficient in many details. The highest de­ 
gree of heat yet attained with it is about 
200 degrees. 
But Mr. Chellew expects, 
when certain improvements ha is now ex­ 
perimenting on are attached, to ehow 500 
degrees ut heat, or perhaps higher, and 
with 
other 
improvements 
and 
dis­ 
coveries, to 
generate 
heat 
to 
any 
required 
degree. 
The 
same 
instrument will produce a high or low de­ 
gree of heat, as may be required, which 
will be controlled by a “ regulator.” 
It is extremely portable, and, as there is 
no smoke or ga* emitted from it, it can be 
placed in any room. 
The expense of run­ 
ning is nothing, except the ordinary wear 
of the machinery. It can be adapted to 
any purpose for which heat i9 required, it 
may be used lor cooking or heating, being 
so portable it maybe taken from one room 
to another. 
It may also be used for gener­ 
ating steam tor an engine, aud who can 
say the amount of saving it will effect?

EXPENSES OF GOVERNMENT. 


W hat it Coats to R an th is G reat R e­ 
public a u d its In stitu tions. 


Special D ispatch to The C ourier-Journal. 
W ashing ton, D. C., Feb. 3—The legis­ 
lative, executive and judicial appropriation 
bill, as its title indicates, makes provision 
for the payment of the expenses of the 
General Government. Of course it does 
not provide for the War. Navy, State or 
Postoffice Departments, for which there 
are special bills, but for tbe expense to 
which tbe people are placed for a Con­ 
gress, a President, and the heads of the 
Executive Departments, and the United 
States Judiciary ; and all this the House 
Committee on Appropriations, by their 
bill just reported, say will require tor the 
year ending June 30,1880, the sum of £15,- 
154,476, or about $200,000 less than for the 
present year, and about one million less 
than 
Is asked 
by the 
Administra­ 
tion. 
The 
compensation and mile­ 
age for Senators for the year is$4IC.000, of 
which $380,000 is salary, and 36,000 for 
traveling to and from the Capital. 
The 
officers, clerks and employes of the Senate 
cost this year, fSO.OOO, but for the next, 
$141,780 is given by the new bill, which is 
within a few thousand dollars of as much 
as the House of 293 members requires for 
all of its employes. The cfficlii stenograph­ 
ers cf the House and Senate receive $5,000 
each, or, for five men in each branch $25,- 
000. 
Under the head of contingent ex­ 
penses 
the House 
gets $195,794, 
and 
the Senate $105,454.

S. Ilogoboom 
in the coal and wood trade. la all his bus­ 
iness matters he was characterized by 
promptness, activity and 
fairness. He 
never sacrificed the principle of right for 
the policy ot expcliency, and his business 
record is one which has ever commanded 
'he respect and confidence of all with 
whom he came in contact. 
Socially he was much-esteemed, and had 
a host of warm friends. 
He was always 
adverse to taking any part in public life 
and though urged by friends and admirers 
persistently retused to allow bis name to 
be used in any political contest for office. 
It is related of bim that at one time his 
friends insisted on nominating him for the 
Mayoralty, and though he declined to ac­ 
cept, they placed a ticket in the field. He 
thereupoe went to the polls and worked 
with might and main in favor of the 
opposing candidate, telling all whom he 
met, that he would not seek the place and 
would not accept it, under any circum­ 
stances, and as a consequence the other 
ticket won. 
For nearly thirty years he has been a 
vestryman in Trinity Episcopal churcht 
and has been a most faithful and devoted 
follower of that religious laitb.
